Attached are five forms ‘to be used by State AAA Committees in notifying manu- 
facturers of the distribution of reserves, or for authorizing changes in dis- 
tribution permitted by Supplementary Order 1 of FPO-14. By using these forms, 
uniform records will be maintained. The State Committee should ieee 
these forms. A file copy of Myo transaction should be retained. 

Report Form bie This is to née! used by' State Committees in notifying manufac— 
turers of the desired county distribution of machinery items released from the 
War Food Administration 20 percent national reserve. States should plan this 
distribution after being notified of their allotment. A copy of the form upon 
which a ca will be so notified is giles to Report Form i. 


Report Form 2. ‘Paraseeh 1202. 305 (2) (4) of Supplementary Order 1 governs 
appeals for changes in distribution when the machinery has not been shipped from from 
the CCEA Rm The args states: 


"In the case of Schedule I sqtstimélt, a manufacturer or distri- 
butor may change the manufacturer's county distribution plan within 
a. State with the approval of..the State AAA Committee. In seeking 
such approval, such manufacturer or distributor shall inform the 
State AAA Committee of the quantity, make and type of the equipment 
involved and of the counties from which such equipment would be 
taken and the counties in which it would be placed.'"! 


Report Form 2 should be used for making such notifications. 


Report Forms 3 and 4. Paragraph 1202.305(2) (ii) provides that: 


"If the equipment has not been shipped from the factory, a manufac- 
turer may appeal to the Director for permission to change his State 
distribution plane In making this appeal, the manufacturer shall in- 
form the Director of (a) the quantity, make and type of the equipment 
involved, (b) the States from which such equipment would be taken and 
the States in which it would be placed, and (c), in the case of Schedule 
I equipment, the counties in which such equipment would be placed. This 
appeal shall be accompanied by a written statement of concurrence from 
the State AAA Committee for the State from which such equipment would be 
taken."

Subject; Refrigeration systems for farm milk coolers 


The distribution of complete cooler units is controlled by FP0O-14, 
Supplement 1 (Schedule II) and purchased subject to a purchase 
certificate issued by the County Farm Rationing Committee. 


In the past, if a farmer had his own insulated box or tank and 
needed only the mechanical refrigeration system, he had to apply 
to the War Production Board for a rating before he could purchase 
the refrigeration system under the terms of L-38; however, L-J8, 
as amended December 6, 1943, changes this »wrocedure. 


Under the amended order refrigeration systems for emersion and 
tubular milk coolers for farm use may be purchased by a farmer 
subject to a purchase certificate issued by a County Farm 
Rationing Committee. 


A copy of FPO-14, Supplement 7, is attached. 
This does not alter the previous procedure for purchasing re- 
frigeration systems for use by Federal agencies or non-agricultural 


users, These users must still apply to the War Production Board 
as specified in L-38.

' | 
PUcS. DEPASI SRIOULTURE 
This memorandum supersedes drevious-instructions-outlined in Memoranda 21X, 
2>X¥ and 27XX which were sent only to the East Coast States in Petroleum Ad- 
ministration for “ar, District l. 


With the petroleum supply problems that exist today in certain areas of the 
country, it is highly possible thet particular farming communities may ex- 


perience shortages of petroleum products to the extent that farming operations 


may be hampered. Anticipating that such 3 situation may arise in your State 
during 1944, we are submitting the following snformation which will help you 
in overcoming serious situations of gasoline shortage; 


Dé Farmers are entitled to preference for gasoline and other fuels for non- 
highway use. 


Fermers are entitled to and dealers (whether retail or wholesale) must 
accord them preference for the non-highway farm uses described in Amend- 
ment 3 to Petroleum Order No. 1 as amended May 13 for the States in 
Petroleum Administration for War, District 1, and Petroleum Distribution 
Order 14 issued July 14 for the rest of the country. This means that 
the dealers cannot deliver any gasoline for any non-agricultural or ‘non- 


military use until these preferred demands have been completely satisfied. 


The dealer in turn has the same right to demand from his supplier, pre- 
ferred replacement of the petroleum products which he has delivered to 
the farmers. This right of preferred replacement carries right back 
through the distribution chain of petroleum suppliers to the primary 
supplier who orings petroleum products into the area. 


II. State Committee procedure where there is a general shortage in area. 


A. Determine the specific product or products which are short, whether 
gasoline, tractor fuel, kerosene or any other petroleum product 
used in farming operations. Then confine further investigation and 
the report to that particular product or products. State Committees 
should be sure of their facts before acting. 


B. Have the County Committee determine the cause and extent of the 
shortage and the specific area affected as follows; 


1, Determine whether it is a general shortage whereby all inventories 
of all the distributors serving that particular area are either 
completely out of product or will be out within a few days. 


-2- 


If only ‘one ar tro companies out of several are affected by 


this shortage and the other companies not affected have 
product available, then attempt to arrange for the companies 
having product to spread it among all users. 


If all or nearly all companies are completely out of product ; 
(that is, if there is not enough product available for current 
demand), first determine what product is enroute to these 

suppliers and check with the nearest District Offices of the 
supplying companies to determine when product is being, or can 


-be, made available. If no relief is in sight, then furnish

The guestion has been raised as to whether or not set-aside meals 
should be moved through brokers, dealers, jobbers, or other handlers 
of protein meals, FPA Form 1 was designed for the quick movement of 
protein meals direct from processing plants to the designated buyers. 
There is, however, no objection if the processor and purchaser so 
agree to handling the sale transaction through a third party, If 
such transactions are handled through a broker, no mark-up is to be 
made on the vrice of the protein meal. The purchaser, however, 
should understand that transactions handled through any other type 
of handler will be subject to the mark-up charged by such handler 
within the ceiling established for such service. Handling proteins 
through a third party may be necessary on interstate shipments where 
the processor is not licensed to operate in the State in which the 
purchaser is receiving shipment; where it is necessary to affix 
State tax tags, or other like circumstances, 


Notwithstanding any previous instractions, State Agricultural 
Conservation Committees will observe the following instractions in 
executing FPA Form 1, "Certificate of Designated Buyer" in connection 
with any February set-aside, including any which may be made available 
for January shipment to be credited against February allocations. 


In preparing FPA Form 1, State committees will enter the name and

The requirements submitted by the various States for releases of power 
sprayers from the 20% reserve were compared with sugzested patterns 
Submitted by manufacturers, This, together with such other information 
as could be obtainea by the War Food Administration, indicated that it 
was not practicable to arrive at definite State quotas for either 

orchard or row crop power sprayers, Hach manufacturer makes several types 
of sprayers, ana a large part of the production is custom-made to meet 
Specific requirements for various areas, Further, a check with several 
State committees indicates that some of the State requests for adaitional 
Sprayers aia not take into account the fact that rationing and distribu- 
tion controls do not apply to sprayers having capacities of less than 
Six gallons per minute, This, of course, resulted in inflated requests 
from those States, After making a thorough study of the situation, it 
was decided that the War Food Administration could not shift any appre- 
Clable number from the pattern sugzested by the manufacturers, The 
following action was, therefore, taken: 


A, Manufacturers shall;

SUBJECT: Supplementary Harvesting Machinery Program 


Since September 1943, the Yar Food Administration has recognized the proba- 
ble shortage of certain agricultural: harvesting equipment for 1944 use and 
has attempted to obtain an increased production of this equipment above 

the increased level provided in I-257, A suggested supplementary program 
was first submitted to the Yar Production Board on September 9, 1943, 
Because of competition with military requirements for component parts, such 
as malleable castings, bearings, engines and engine parts, the program 

was given very careful consideration by the War Production: Board before 
approval was granted. 


Final authorization for the production of this ‘equipment has been ap- 
proved and materials have been allotted by the War Production Board to 
manufacturers who indicated their ability to produce the items in time 

for seasonal use, Relatively little difficulty is expected in securing 

the production of items not requiring engines, However, serious difficulty 
may be experienced in obtaining engine-driven combines and pick-up balers 
if. the military engine needs continue at the present level, It may even 

be necessary to produce a higher proportion of power take-off machines 

than indicated, 


The distribution of the equipment obtained by this program will be made 
in accordance with paragraph 1202,304 (c) of FPO-14 and Supplementary 
Order 1, with every effort being made to place the equipment where it 

is most needed, Manufacturers will distribute 80 ‘percent of production 
subject to a 10 percent adjustment in county distribution of Schedule 1 
equipment by State AAA Committees, The Yar Food Administration reserves 
the authority to direct distribution of the remaining 20 percent of 
production,

Firms handling shell eggs and requiring a supply of egg cases between 
February 1 and June 30 should file Form WPB-2408, in triplicate, with 
_ the Containers Division, War Production Board, Tempo So. Building, 
Washington D. C., tnmed cetaliy if they have not done so, Separate sets 
eof Yorm WPB-2408 (one set for wood, one set for fiber) should be filed 
if application is made for both wood and fiber cases. These forms are LA oe 
available at the various field offices of the War Production Board, en 
Also, a supply of the forms will be forwarded to State offices upon request re 
submitted to the Divisional office, . 


Ege cases are given a priority of AA-4 under Order P-140, Because of the 
critical shortage of packaging materinls, the War Production Board has 
granted a rating of AA-2X for the manufacture of ege cases in order that 
shell egg handlers may be assured of an adequate suvply of eae cases during 
othe above-stated period. ae 


Shell ege handlers must apply on Form V>B-2408 in order to obtain the 

 AA-2X rating. The War Production Board will approve applications contain- 
ing reasonable requests for egg cases and issue the AA-2X rating to the 
applicant. The applicant will then extend the rating, either direct or 

_ through a jobber, to a case manufacturer who will place the order in his 

- production schedule. 


Because of the shortage of veneer used in the manufacture of wooden egg 
cases, fiber cases must satisfy approximately 80 percent of the demand — 
and will be easier to obtain than the wooden cases, The number of Cases 
ordered by a shell egg handler should be a conservative estimate of the 
quantity needed to permit adequate handling of shell eggs during the 
period of February 1 to June 30. : 


An ege handler may be considered as one who orders cases from a jobber, 
pe OF directly from a case manufacturer, and who buys eggs from Py OCuGe TS 
and narkets them in reasonably large quantities.

SUBJECT: Copper Wire 


During the fourth quarter of this year the total allocation of copper 
for the United States for agricultural use was 1,450,000 pounds, Of 
this amount, 1,389,503 pounds of copper was issued, leaving an un- 
issued balance of 60,497 pounds of copper--or 4.2 percent of the total 
quota for the United States, 


In order that the first quarter copper allotment may be utilized to 
the fullest vossible extent, we are urging each State Committee to 
examine its respective quotas and requirements and return any surplus 
quota to this office, If the State Committee believes its quota is 
too small, requests for additional allotments should be made 80 that 
adjustments can be made where justified.
